Del- 
egates Howard and Barnett, repre- 
senting the High School Teachers Al- 
liance, at the regular meeting of the 
ldmonton Trades and Labor Council 
Monday mght voiced their grievances | 
in no uncertain terms against prevail. j 
ing teaching conditions in this city. 
Delegate Heward maintained there 
were two points of variance between 
the school board and the teachers of | 
the city, one being the refusal of the 
board to allow representation at their 
meetings and the other, the board's 
failure to agree to the increased sal- 
ary schedules. Thanks to the efforts 
of the Trades and Labor Counail, Stat- 
ed Delegate Howard, a meeting be- 
«ween the high school teachers and 
*he school board was mrranged to dake 
»lace Thursday evening when the 
points at issue would be thoroughly 
discussed. 
Reactionary Step } 
Delegate Howard, representing the 
high school teachers, thought that 
the ejection of AllMance representa- 
tives from school beard meetings was 
a reactionary step, one bikely fo cause 
difficulty in the future. He was 
afraid that the attitude of the school 
board on Thursdey would be opposed 


vo any increase fn salary, and that 
they would be merely going there to 


hear the expression of this opinion, 

Delegate Barnett, the second repre. 
sentative of the High School Teachers 
Alliance, radically stated: “This thing 
is coming to a climax and Alberta has 
to be the wedge in raising salaries. 
Green university graduates will have 
to do the teaching in a short time to 
come ff present conditions continue. 
The Calgary teachers withdrew their 
thereat of a strike on agreement of 
the school board to discuss salary in- 
creases with an open mind and that | 
is the thing we want in Edmonton. 

Asked what the aggregate would | 
amount to if the desired tmcreases | 
were granted, Delegute Barnets stated | 
about $68,000 or a basis of about one | 
dollar per capita in the city. Desired 
salaries ranged from $3,000 minimu 
to $4,500 for a principal.

Go Ahead or Stand Still? 

Putting it generally, there are 
two ways of dealing with the 
problem of the National railways. 


One is negative; the other positive. | 


The negative way is to do no- 
thing more than cut expenses 
“where that can be done, cut the 
service down as nearly as possible 


pay for, and go on paying an- 
nual deficits indefinitely out of 
the public treasury. That way 
lies nothing but a prospect of poor 
service, high rates, continuous 
losses, and oppressive taxes. 

The positive way is to start a 
publie policy of immigration and 
development, directed specifically 
to filling up the country along 
these National lines and to getting 
the resources of the territory 
through which they run brought 
into use. That way lies increase 
of the tax paying population, in- 
crease of production, growth of 
traffic and revenue, improvement 
of service, reduction of losses and 
he gradual elimination — of the 
drain on the national treasury, 

Most of the roads which have 
fallen into the Government’s pos- 
ession were not built to accommo- 
date the existing traffic and can- 
not live on that traffic. They were 
constructed as the means of open- 
ing up vacant areas in Canada, 
many of which are still vacant, 
and of permitting the develop- 
Dynent of timber, mineral and other 
"yesources which as yet contribute 
little or nothing to the business of 
the roads or the wealth of the 
country. 

The construction of these roads 
was one item in a policy of na- 
tional progress and development. 
If that policy is to be continued, 
the roads are liabilities only in the 
sense that a manufacturing plant 
is a liability before it has begun 
to fairly fulfil its purposes. If the 
progressive policy is to be aband- 
oned, the country is over-railroad- 
ed, and the lines had as well 
never been built. 

What to do with the ‘Govern- 
ment railways is simply another 
way of asking what is to be done 
with the country. In both cases a 
positive policy means success; 4 
negative policy means failure, 
Stagnation, and perhaps bank- 
ruptey. 

Canada is in ee position of hav- 
ing provided itself with the rail- 
way equipment for vast expansion, 
It secured that equipment at a 
time when conditions were alto- 
gether favorable. Money was ob- 
tainable at low interest rates. Op- 
timism was in the air, Enterpris- 
ing people in all parts of the 
world had their attention fixed 
on Canada. Railway builders and 
investors were ready to take a 
chance, 

If the roads had not been built 
then, they could not be built now. 
The money could probably not be 
secured now at all. If it eould 
he got, the interest rates would be 
prohibitive. And the publie would 
not, in the present frame of mind, 
and with the war debt that has to 
be met, sanction the investment of 
80 many millions of publie credit 
in railway enterprises; while® pri- 
vate capital could not be expected 
to pour into railway construction 
as it did from twenty to ten years 
ago. 

The question is simply whether 
Wwe are going to use this splendid 
equipment with which we provid 
ed ourselves when that was possi- 
ble, or whether we are going to 
drop the idea of progress and al- 
low the equipment to rust out 
while the tax payers are impover 
ished paying interest on the bonds

STREET RAILWAY FACTS. 


Ottawa Journal. 

The highest average fare per pas- 
senger in 1919 was received by the 
British Columbia Blectric (Rallway. 
Tt amounted to 6.936 cents. St. John 
N.B., came next with 5.506 cents, then 
Quebeo with 4.747 and in fourth plece 
was Ottawa with an average of 4.739. 
Toronto was away down in the list 
with a rate of 8.868 cents, and Toronto 
Civico Railway at the very end with 
1.672. To understand these figures 
one must know something of local 
conditions, In Montreal, for example, 
the lowest single ordinary fare is six 
cents, as compared with five tn Ot- 
tawa; but on account of the high pro- 
portion of special tickets the average 
{ig reduced. The Toronto olivioc is a 
short line and charges low fares, 
which are nevertheless relatively high- 
er, when measured by service, than 
are those fn Ottawa. Incidentally, it 
is operated at a heavy annual loss to 
the Toronto treasury, That makes 
a difference too.
